<iulte an amount of attention by tho 
merchants of this city, and more re-

•to issue a special order to the depart- 
ment to enforce its provisions. 
The second section of the ordinance 
prohibits peddling within the territory 
*oundod by Sixth. Fourteenth. Frank- 
lin and Clay streets. 
The third section reads n« follows: 
"Nothing herein contained shall be 
construed at pi eventing- or making un- 
lawful the prompt delivery In pood 
faith of any of said personal property 
to or at any such fixed place of business 
so situated and conducted in such 
building- or »tore within such territory 
in any case where such personal prop- 
erty so being delivered Is actually, and 
in good faith, consigned goods, or has 
»-ctualiy and in good faith been there 
before purchased at a place outside of 
such territory by such lawful occu- 
pant of nuch fixed place of business, 
actually doing business therein, and 
said property is In either such case 
there being delivered to him thereat." 
As Interpreted by Mr. Chapman, this 
section prohibits the selling or goods 
of within that district to nny person 
nave the proprietor of a store abutting 
on the street, and, as he claims, the 
selling, for Instance, of milk, becaus-o 
of the fact that there in no store in 
the dlHtrlct which deals In that com- 
modity.
